An announcement has been made in several journals to the effect that three 
delegates from the chief branches of the Alliance Israélite are: present at Nyire- 
gyhaza to watch the trial of the Tisza-Eszlar prisoners, that the Frankfort dele- 
gate has received a letter of credit to the extent of 200,000 marks, and that his 
colleagues have also unlimited supplies at their command. We have reason to 
doubt the accuracy of the first-named statement, especially on the ground of the 

opposition which has been shown in influential Jewish quarters to any open inter- 
vention of foreign Jews in the proceedings now taking place at Nyiregyhaza, an 
opposition which likewise found expression at the annual meeting of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. As regards the second statement, it is nothing more than a 
myth. Itis trae that large sums have been privately contributed by wealthy 
Jews in the leading capitals of Western Europe towards the defence fund ; but 
the aggregate amount of their contributions is considerably below the sum of 
£10,000, which it is alleged has been raised in Frankfort alone. 


Recent incidents, in which the Emperor Francis Joseph in the one case, and 
his son and daughter-in-law, the Crown Prince and Princess Rudolf, in the other, 
prominently figure, will afford a welcome relief, not alone to the Jews in the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, but in the world at large, from'the horrors with which 
for the past few weeks they have been surfeited in connection with the Tisza- 
Eszlar case. His Imperial Majesty having lately paid a visit to Graz, the heads 
of the Jewish community in that town, the only Jewish congregation in Styria, 
waited upon the Emperor to congratulate him on the celebration of the 600th 


anniversary of the incorporation of Styria into the dominions of the House of. . 


Hapsburg. £n passant, it is interesting to note that in the walls of the Imperial 
residence at Graz there are embedded two grave-stones, bearing legible inscrip- 
tions in Hebrew, which prove them to belong to the sixteenth century. In reply 
to the address which was presented to him on bchalf of the Jewish conmnunity, 
the Emperor observed : “ Ethank you for your well-meant expressions. — I am 
fully convinced of the fidelity and loyalty of the Jews, and the Jews ean at. all 
times reckon on my profection.” This utterance of the popular Sovereign, more 
than ever welcome at fhe present juncture, must be as gall and wormivood to the 
Hangarian anti-Semit@s. Nor can they be better pleased at the intelligence that 


at the request of the Heir Apparent, Count Gezi Zichy specially proceeded to 


Nyiregyhaza in order to furnish Ins Imperial Higuness with an authentic report 
of the proceedings at the trial, which both the Prince and his consort follow with 
the deepest interest. The Count publicly stated that the Crown Prince and 
Princess condemned in emphatic terms the proceedings which had taken place at 
Tisza-Eszlar and Nyiregyhaza, and that they had stigmatised the affair as 


| a 
veritable act of witeheraft. 


Two other recent events, which oceurrcd in Hungary itself, will likewise 
prove a source of consolation and satisfaction to our severely-tried eorcligionists 
in that country. In the first place, at the festival held by the Hungarian Grand 
Lodge of Freenrsons at Pesth, on St. John’s Day, the Ist inst., the Grand 
Master Pulski, and subsequent speakers, denounced in strong terms, and amid a 
storin of applause, the pernicious agitation which is being carried on in different 
parts of the kingdom against the Jewish population. Of less general linportance, 
but still of more than local interest, is the election of a Jew as Mavor of Cals- 
zees, the district town of Szemplin—the same district, by the way, where (as we 
announced last week in our report of the Tiszi-Eszlar trial) it is alleged a bottle 
was found containing the written confession of an individual that he had mur- 
dered his sweetheart and thrown her corpse into the Theiss in the neighbourhood 
of Dada, The appointment of a Jewish Mayor is of rare occurrence in Hungary, 
but, under the existing circumstances, the instance we now record is invested 


with even more significance than would at any other time have been attached to 
it

The Paris journal, le Temps, having referred in a recent article to the activity 
of the anti-Semites in Central and Eastern Europe, the last two words of this 
expressio? have evoked a disclaimer from the Messager d’ Athénes, which asserts 
that it cannot apply to Greece, where an anti-Semitic party has nover existed. 
Whilst the Jews in that country have never been the object of any hostile mani- 
festations, it is due to them, says our Athenian contemporary, to state that they 


_ never lose an opportunity of expressing thcir devotion and gratitude to Greece, 


the land of their adoption. The Messager is convinced that if an anti-Semitic 
agitation should ever occur, which it believes is well-nigh impossible, it would 
meet with the reprobation of public opinion. A practical illustration of the 
goodwill entertained towards the Jews is, we are pleased to announce, afforded 
by the recent decision of the Greek Government, to erect Jewish schools for 
instruction in religious and secular subjects in every town where the number of 
Jewish inhabitants exceeds 1,009. Even in places where the Jewish population 


is below that figure such schools would likewise be established at the request of 


the Jewish authorities, provided the sanction of the Minister of Education be 


obtained thereto. It is no exaggeration to say thit this excellent measure is 
largely due to the patriotism of the Jews themselves. 


The King of Roumania lately visited the General Orphan Asyluin at Jassy, 
which owes its existence to the liberality of our coreligionist, the Chevalier 
Neuschotz, the well known banker of that city. His Majesty was so highly 
gratified with what he saw at the institution, that he promised Madame Neuschotz 


Herr Neuschotz worthy of a personal visit, and of being made the recipient of 
an Order of Merit, the Chambers should consider the same gentleman unfit to be 
a Roumanian subject, they having over and over again refused to grant him the 
rights of naturalisation. 7 


A correspondence of some interest has been recently carried on in our | 
columns with refer nce to an article by Mr. I. Abrahams, M.A., on the “ Urim 
and Thummim.” In a former “Note” we expressed our general approval of his 
views, and we are by no means inclined to withdraw that approval now. Our 
correspondent 40y, though writing with the best intentions, has not quite seen 
what Mr. Abrahams was aiming at. In modern times, there has arisen a strong 
inclination among Bible critics of a certain school—a school which includes 
Michaelis, Jahn, Gesenius, Ziillig, Winer and Ewald—to entirely misinterpret 
the nature of the Urim and Thummim, and to identify theinin character with the 
Teraphim. Ewald is a leading exponent of that view, and Mr. Abrahams rightly 
bases his hostile criticism on “Ewald’s remarks. Besides, some importance has 
been attached to the discoveries of Sir G. Wilkinson in connection with certain 
well-known passages in Aeliansand Diodorus Siculus. It was long ago discovered. 
that the Egyptian Arch-judge bore round his neck a gold chain to which was 
attached a sapphire, bearing an image of “ Truth.” Wilkinson has further 


discovered that this figure of Truth represented the goddess under a dual forin, 


viz., as Truth and Justice ; and he adds that the Coptic name of Truth was 
Thmei, which is not far from Themmim. Noris this all. The judge is distinctly 


— ascertained to have borne on his breast an image of the Sun-God Ré—whieh is, 


of course, identified with Urim. Some commentators hive even gone so far as 
to.draw a parallel between the closed eyes of the Eevptian figure of Truth and 
the expressions in Deut. 0. Now Mr. Abrahams entirely neutralises the 
destructive force of theseconsiderations by showing that the Urim and Thutuamin 
differed both essentially and externally from) such institutions as the Teraphim : 
and it is herein that the chief value of his article lies. No doubt it may be 
sucgested that the Egyptians imitated the Mosaic institution ; and, indeed, at 
one time this theory was not unfavourably received. But we have the clearest 
evidence that the Egyptians were acquainted with this practice long before the 
time of Moses. It is possible, of course, that the Urimand Thnmimimn were mich 
more ancient than is commonly supposed, but there is no historizal authority 
for such a contention. Mr. Abrahams is justifed in assuming that the Urim and 
Thummim were not extant inthe tint: of the Second Temple. It seems extremely 
dificult, on any other supposition, to explain the absence of anything like sitisfac- 


tory information on this whole subject. » 


Whatever may be the views held) by utiliteriin European Jews upon the 
recent influx of Jews to the Holy Land, the conversionists at least are resolved 
to take advantage of the present position of affairs. The Rev. HE. Pricdlander, 
in a letter to the Record, describes as follows the manner in which the seed will 
be sown and the lurvest possibly reaped : 


Within a week or two the neplys-formed Jowish Refugees’ AiG Society,” under the Ear! of. 
Shoftest ury’s presidency, will come before the religious public with a definite plan, whereby the 
work of charity which has had to be extended to the refugees in Palestine wll be changed into a 
work of helping the refugees to help themselves. Meanwhile, the weekly reports from Jerusalem 
show that, without our infringing in the slightest degree upon the most perfect religious liberty, the 
Gospel is making glorious progress amongst the refucees, and it is now evident that the work of 
charity which was thrown upon us last ycar by the influx of thousands of refugees into Palestine, 
and by the unwillingness of the resident Jewish community to help them, was, in Ged’s hand, the 


direct means of enlarging the sphere of our spiritual work to an extraordinary extent. 


From the last half-yearly statement issued by the Shechita Board it would 
seem that the consumption of kosher meat is declining in the metropolis. The 
total number of beasts killed kosher during the half-year ending the 30th of 
June was 22,583 against 23,798 for 1882, a falling off of 1,213. Considering 
that the metropolitan community is an increasing body, these figures are some 
what disappointing. We fear they must be taken to show that a dinunishing 


‘number of persons pay respect to the dietary laws. It would.be worth while for 


the Shechit2 Board to consider whether it has not helped to produce this state of 
things by the undue stringency of its regulations. We freely recognize the fact 
that the policy of the Board is more enlightened than it used to be. But in the 


face of the unsatisfactory returns just published it would do well to reflect 


whether its policy might not still further be modified with advantage, both to 
the public and dietary observance. The problem is how such observance is to be 
upheld without alienating a constantly increasing number of Jews. What has 
to be done is to make just that measure of concession to public convenience, 
which, while satisfying all reasonable demands from outside, will keep intact 
the chief principles of the dictary laws. The question requires to be dealt with 
by the Board in a statesman-like spirit. The Board’s own existence is at stake, 
as well as the observance of some very important religious regulations. For if 
the decline in the consumption of kosher meat continues, it is not difficult to 
imagine the dissolution of the Board itself at no very distant date. 


While their appears to be a growing indifference within the community to 
the laws regulating the mode of slaughtering animals for food, their importance 
is becoming more widely recognised outside it. Men like Dr. Richardson, im- 
pressed with the hygienic value of these laws, are insisting upon the necessity 
of establishing the abattoir systein in this country and the adoption of the Jewish 
practice of careful inspection of the carcases of all animals intended for food. 


| ‘Ing recent letter to the Times, Mr, Tallerman makes the same contention, and 
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in support of it quotes the statistics of the Shechita Board for the last five half- 
years. These statistics show that of the oxen slaughtered for the Board, no less 
than 40 per cent. were trifa, or in other words were more or less diseased. Of 


the calves slain 29 per cent., and of the sheep 23 per cent., were also rejected. 


The lesson taught by these figures is that there is a large consumption by the 
general population of meat, which the highest medical authorities declare is 


dangerous to the health of those who eat it. The articles on the subject from 


Dr. Behrend which appeared in these columns some time ago established the fact 


beyond a doubt. The demand for a rigid inspection of the carcases of animals. 


slaughtered for food is, consequently, not an unreasonable one. It is a much 


more logical position than that assumed by the anti-Semites, who actually charge . 


it against the Jews that they select the healthy animals for their own consump- 
tion, and leave the diseased to the Christians. 


The most untenable position taken in connection with the Shechita Board is 
the distribution of its surplus each half year between the United Synagogue and 
the Portuguese Congregation. This subject was discussed at the mectinyg of the 
of the Board on Monday, and we are pleased to find that the question received 
attention. The most significant part of the discussion was the statement made 
by Mr. Castello that the Portuguese congregation did not care to receive its quota 
of the “ profit” of the Board. It should undoubtedly be devoted to facilitating 
the supply of kosher meat to the community. The motion carried by Mr. Chap- 
lin in the House of Commons may possibly have an important effect upon this 
supply by compelling the Board to make arrangements for the importation of 
kosher meat in the carcase. There is no reason why the London Jews should 
depend entirely upon the live cattle brought to London, which are not, as a rule, 
of the primest quality. This may aecount for the large proportion of beasts 
pronounced trifa. 


The account published in our last issue of a wedding which recently took 
place at the Berkeley Street Synagogue suggests the question whether the 
muarriage-ceremony in orthodox synagogues might not be lmproved. Something 
has been done in this direction by the recital of an English abstract of the 
mans and by the addition to the ceremony of the priestly benediction. Tt would 
hea still further improvement if the abstract, or something similar to it, and the 
MAND were to change places, the former being recited in the synagogue and the 
latter out of it, and before the commencement of the ceremony. As things are 
at present, the impressiveness of the marriage-rite is very greatly marred by the 
reading of the ADIN, which no one understands, and which nearly everyone feels 
to bea tiresome interruption of-a really beautiful ceremony, The English abstract 
might be modified, too, so as to admit of its being recited by the bridegroom 
instead of the officiating minister , and, as at Berkeley Street, a similar declara- 
tion of conjugal duty might be made by the bride. Such improvements would 
not clash with any religious principle ; and there is no reason, therefore, why 
they should not be carried out. 


While admiring the marriage-ceremony of the Berkeley Strect Synagogue, 
we view with a different feeling the step the congregation has just taken in 
appointing one of its ministers to the office of Secretary. The incongruity of 
asking the same person to preach one day and to make out accounts the next has 
been frequently exposed in these columns. Even orthodox congregations are 
beginning to perceive the anomaly which is presented by such a combination of 
functions. It is with all the more surprise, therefore, that we have heard of this 
retrograde action on the part of a congregation which, hitherto, has consistently 
assigned to their religious guides the position\they deserve in virtue of their 
office. We can only express the hope that the\appointment upon which we are 
commenting is only a temporary expedient, resorted to pending permanent and 
more satisfactory arrangements. 


A correspondent, whose letter we published last week, takes exception to the 
term “long-headedness” which we used in enumerating the qualities which tend 
to give Jews their pre-eminence as chess-players. From personal observation 
our correspondent is able to affirm that none of the players who took part in the 
recent. International Chess Tournament were particularly long-headed ; many, 


however, were remarkable for unusual breadth in that part of the head which lies 
above a line drawn from the top of the ears to the eyebrows, where phrenologists 


place “ constructiveness.’’ We need hardly say that we used the word “ long- 
headedness,” not in its literal sense, but in the sense in which it is ordinarily 


_employed—to signify that mental adroitness which is well expressed by 


the American term “cuteness.” From our own personal observation we may say 
that the head of Herr Winawer, one of the Jewish competitors in the Tourna- 
ment, struck us as being of remarkable conformation. Added to the breadth 


mentioned by our correspondent, the upper part of the head was unusually 
arched. | 


_  Itis not easy to understand what our correspondent “ Emel” intends by 
his letter on Wessely, which we published last week. Does he object to the 
short summary we published of Dr. Friedlinder’s lecture on that writer, or to the 
lecture itself, or to both? He reminds us that a large part of Wessely’s com- 
mentary on the “Ethics of the Fathers”’ exists in English in the Hebrew Review ; 
and yet he appears to think that too little has been done for Wessley in th’s 
country. Judged by what has been done by other and more important Jewish 
writers, Wessely has fared very well ; though we do not pretend for one moment 
that even he has got his deserts. ‘ Emel’s” praise of the }\35 J secms to us 


somewhat exaggerated. Our correspondent protests too much. The apathy of 
the community in regard to Hebrew Literature is most regrettable ; but it is not 
to be cured by the utterance of vague lamentations, or by over-praising works 
which evidently do not suit the public taste, seeing that they exist in English 
and still are neglected. As to Dr. Friedlinder’s lecture, the audience to whom 
it was addressed was certainly small ; but then it cannot be expected that the 


_ public will attend lectures delivered before a private society. What “Emel” 


and all true lovers of Hebrew Literature should do is to attempt to stimulate 
interest in the works of Jewish authors by arranging a series of addresses on 
some of those works. Two things are to be borne in mind—first, that the great 
mass of the community do not care for Hebrew Literature in any form ; and 
secondly, that the best way to attract the few who do care for it is to organise a 
series of meetings for the systematic study, more or less profound, of Jewish 
writings. Indiscriminate blame of prevailing shortcomings, and equally 
indiscriminate commendation of certain works, are alike useless. 


We published last week a report of the Annual General Meeting of the 
Working Men’s Motza Association. The Society is both flourishing and doing 
good work. It consists now of 750 members, and there is every reason to believe 
that the hope expressed by the Honorary Secretary, the Rev. M. Keizer, that it 
will eventually be the largest socicty of its kind, will be realised. After the 
supply to the members of the Motsos they required, deposits have been returned 
to the amount of more than £1,000. The Society thus acts beneficially in two 
directions. It enables working men to obtain Motsos from their own resources, 


‘instead of applying for them as gifts from the synagogue, as has been too fre- 


quently the case hitherto. Moreover, it acts as a savings bank, and thus encour- 
ages thrift generally. We should like to see the practice of annually returning 
the deposits modified, so as not to make their periodical withdrawal virtually 
compulsory. The sums withdrawn at Passover are, in most cases, spent at once ; 
whereas 1f they were allowed to remain in the hands of the Treasurer of the 
Society they would accumulate in increasing measure, and eventually prove of 
permanent benefit to the depositors. Nevertheless, the Society is producing excel- 


lent results, and we shall follow with interest and sympathy its further develop- 


ment. A kindred society has been founded in Liverpool, and similar organisations 
should be formed in every town where there is a large number of working men 
amone the Jewish residents.

£10,000, which it is alleged has been raised in Frankfort alone. 


Recent incidents, in which the Emperor Francis Joseph in the one case, and 
his son and daughter-in-law, the Crown Prince and Princess Rudolf, in the other, 
prominently figure, will afford a welcome relief, not alone to the Jews in the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, but in the world at large, from the horrors with which 
for the past few weeks they have been surfeited in connection with the Tisza-

Tam 
fully convinced of the fidehty and loyalty of the Jews, and the Jews ean at all 
times reckon on my protection.” This utterance of the popular Sovereign, more 
than ever weleome at the present jancture, must ba as call and wormiwood to the 
Hungarian anti-Senntes. Nor can they be better pleased at the intelligence that 
at the request of the Heir Apparent, Count Gezi Zichy specially proceeded to 
Nyiregyhaza in order to furnish his Imperial Highness with an authentic report 
of the proceedings at the trial, which both the Prinee and his consort follow with 
the deepest interest.

the Jewish authorities, provided the sanction of the Minister of Education be.

A correspondence of some interest has been recently carried on in our 
columns with refer nce to an article by Mr. I. Abrahams, M.A., on the “ Urin 
and Thummim.” In a former “ Note” we expressed our general approval of his. 

views, and we are by no means inclined to withdraw that approval now. Our 
correspondent 0», though writing with the best intentions, has not quite seen 


what Mr. Abrahams was aiming at. In modern times, there has arisen a strong 


inclination among Bible critics of a certain school—a school which includes 
Michaelis, Jahn, Gesenius, Ziillig, Winer and Ewald—to entirely misinterpret 
the nature of the Urim and Thummim, and to identify themin character with the 
Teraphim. Ewald is a leading exponent of that view, and Mr. Abrahams rightly 
bases his hostile criticism on Ewald’s remarks. Besides, some importance has 
been attached to the discoveries of Sir G. Wilkinson in connection with certain 
well-known. passages in Aelian and Diodorus Siculus. It was long ago discovered 
that the Egyptian Arch-judge bore round his neck a gold chain to which was 
attached a sapphire, bearing an image of “Truth.” Wilkinson has further 
discovered that this figure of Truth represented the goddess under a dual’forin, 
viz., as Truth and Justice ; and he adds that the Coptie name of Truth was 
Thme?, which is not far from Thummim.. Noris this all. The judge is distinctly 
ascertained to have borne on his breast an image of the Sun-God Ré—which is, 
of course, identified with Urim. Some commentators hive even gone so far as 
to draw a parallel between the closed eyes of the Egyptian figure of Truth and 
the expressions in Deut. xxxin. 0. Now Mr. Abrahams entirely neutralises the 
destructive force of these considerations by showing that the Urim and Thunamina 
differed both essentially and externally from) such institutions as the Teraphim - 
and it is herein that the chief value of dus article lies. No doubt it may be 
suggested that the Egyptians imitated the Mosaic institution ; and, indeed, at 
one time this theory was not unfavourably received, But we have the clearest 
evidence that the Egyptians were acquainted with this practice long b-fore the 
time of Moses. It is possible, of course, that the Urimand Thnmmim were much 
more ancient than is commonly supposed, but there is no listorical authority 
for such a contention. Mr. Abrahams 1s justified in assuming that the Urim and 
Thumimim were not extant inthe time ofthe Second Temple. It seems extremely 
difficult, on any other supposition, to explain the absence of anything like sutisfac- 
tory information on this whole subject. 


Whatever may be the views held by utilitarian European Jews upon the 
recent influx of Jews to the Ifoly Land, the conversionists at least are vresolved 
to tuke advantage of the present position of affirs. The Rev. Hf. Pricdiinder,

From the last half-yearly statement issued by the Shechita Board it would 
seem that the consumption of kosher meat is declining in the metropolis. The 


total number of beasts killed kosher during the half-year ending the 30th of 


June was 22,585 against 23,798 for 1882, a falling off of 1,215. Considering 
that the motropolitan community is an increasing body, these figures are some 

what disappointing. We fear they must be taken to show that a diminishing 
number of persons pay respect to the dietary laws. It would be worth while for 
the Shechita Board to consider whether it has not helped to produce this state of 
things by the undue stringency of its regulations. We freely recognize the fact 


that the policy of the Board is more enlightened than it used to be. But in the 


face of the unsatisfactory returns just published it would do well to reflect 
whether its policy might not still further be modified with advantage, both to 
the publie and dietary observance. The problem is how such observance 1s to be 
upheld without alienating a constantly increasing number of Jews, What has 
to be done is to make just that measure of concession to public convenience, 
which, while satisfying all reasonable demands from outside, will keep intact 
the chief principles of the dietary laws. The question requires to be dealt with 
by the Board in a statesman-like spirit. The Board’s own existence is at stake, 
as well as the observance of some very important religious regulations. For if 
the decline in the consumption of kosher meat continues, it is not difficult to 
imagine the dissolution of the Board itself at no very distant date. 


While their appears to be a growing indifference within the community to 
the laws regulating the mode of slaughtering animals for food, their inportance 
is becoming more widely recognised outside it. Men like Dr. Richardson, 1m- 


pressed with the hygienic value of these laws, are insisting upon the necessity © 


of establishing the abattoir system in this country and the adoption of the Jewish 
practice of careful inspection of the carcases of all animals intended for food. 


| Ina recent letter to the Times, Mr, Tallerman mikes the same contention, and 
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in support of it quotes the statistics of the Shechita Board for the last five half- 
years. These statistics show that of the oxen slaughtered for the Board, no less 
than 40 per cent. were trifa, or in other words were more or less diseased. Of 
the calves slain 29 per cent.. and of the sheep 23. per cent., were also rejected. 
The lesson taught by these figures is that there is a large consumption by the 
general population of meat, which the highest medical authorities declare is 
dangerous to the health of those who eat it. The articles on the subject from 


Dr. Behrend which appeared in these columns some time ago established the fact 


beyond a doubt. The demand for a rigid inspection of the carcases of animals. 
slaughtered for food is, consequently, not an unreasonable one. It is a much 
more logical position than that assumed by the anti-Semites, who actually charge 


it against the Jews that they select the healthy animals for their own consump- — 


tion, and leave the diseased to the Christians. 


The most untenable position taken in connection with the Shechita Board is, | 


the distribution of its surplus each half year between the United Synagogue and 
the Portuguese Congregation. This subject was discussed at the meeting of the 
of the Board on Monday, and we are pleased to find that the ‘question received 
attention. The most significant part of the discussion was the statement made 
by Mr. Castello that the Portuguese congregation did not care to receive its quota 
of the “ profit” of the Board. It should undoubtedly be devoted to facilitating 
the supply of. kosher meat to the community. The motion carried by Mr. Chap- 
lin in the House of Commons may possibly have an important effect upon this 
suppl y-by compelling the Board to make arrangements for the importation of 
kosher meat in the carease. There is no reason why the London Jews should 
depend entirely upon the live cattle brought to London, which are not, as a rule, 
of the primest quality. This may account for the large proportion of beasts 
pronounced trifa. 


The account published in our last issue of a wedding which recently took 
place at the Berkeley Street Synagogue suggests the question whether the 
marriage-ceremony in orthodox synagogues might not be improved.

As things are 
at present, the Impressiveness of the marriage-rite is very greatly marred by the 
reading of the AAIN, which no one understands, and which nearly everyone feels 
to bea tiresome fnterruption of areally beautiful ceremony, The English abstract 
might be modified, too, so as to admut of its being recited by the bridegroom 
instead of the officiating minister , and, as at Berkeley Street, a simular declara- 
tion of conjugal duty might be made by the bride. Such improvements would 
not clash with any religious principle ; and there is no reason, therefore, why 
they should not be carried out. ae 


While admiring the marriage-ceremony of the Berkeley Strect Synagogue, 
we view with a different feeling the step the congregation has just taken in 
appointing one of its ministers to the office of Secretary. The ineongruity of 
asking the same person to preach one day and to make out accounts the next has 
been frequently exposed in these columns. Even orthodox congregations are 
beginning to perceive the anomaly which. is presented by such a combination of 


funetions. It is with all the more surprise, therefore, that we have heard of this 


retrograde action on the part of a congregation which, hitherto, has consistently 
assigned to their religious guides the position they deserve in virtue of their 
office. We can only express the hope that the appointment upon which we are 
commenting is only a temporary expedient, resorted to pending permanent and 
more satisfactory arrangements. 


A correspondent, whose letter we published last week, takes exception to the 


term “long-headedness” which we used in enumerating the qualities which tend 


to give Jews their. pre-eminence as chess-players. From personal observation 
our correspondent is able to affirm that none of the players who took part in the 
recent International Chess Tournament were particularly long-headed ; many, 
however, were remarkable for unusual breadth in that part of the head which lies 
above a line drawn from the top of the ears to the eyebrows, where phrenologists 
place “ constructiveness.”” We need hardly say that we used the word “ long- 
headedness,” not in its literal sense, but in the sense in which it is ordinarily 
employed—to signify that mental adroitness which is well expressed by 


the American term “ cuteness.” From our own personal observation we may say 


that the head of Herr Winawer, one of the Jewish competitors in the Tourna- 
ment, struck us as being of remarkable conformation. Added to the breadth 


mentioned by our correspondent, the upper part of the head was unusually 
arched. | 


It is not easy to understand what our correspondent “ Emel” intends by 
his letter on Wessely, which we published last weck.

and still are neglected. As to Dr. Friedlinder’s lecture, the andience to whom 
it was addressed was certainly small ; but then it cannot be expected that the 


| public will attend lectures delivered before a private society. What “ Emel ”’ 


and all true lovers of Hebrew Literature should do is to attempt to stimulate 
interest in the works of Jewish authors by arranging a series of addresses on 
some of those works. Two things are to be borne in mind—first, that the great 
mass of the community do not care for Hebrew Literature in any form ; and 
secondly, that the best way to attract the few who do care for it is to organise a 
series of meetings for the systematic study, more or less profound, of Jewish 
writings. Indiscriminate blame of prevailing shortcomings, and equally 
indiscriminate commendation of certain works, are alike useless. 


We published last week a report of the Annual General Meeting of the 
Working Men’s Motza Association. The Society is both flourishing and doing 
good work. It consists now of 750 members, and there is every reason to believe 
that the hope expressed by the Honorary Secretary, the Rev. M. Keizer, that it 
will eventually be the largest society of ifs kind, will be realised. After the 
supply to the members of the Motsos they required, deposits have been returned 
to the amount of more than £1,000. The Society thus acts beneficially in two 
directions. It enables working men to obtain Motsos from their own resources, 
instead of applying for them as gifts from the synagogue, as has been too fre- 
quently the case hitherto. Moreover, it acts as a savings bank, and thus encour- 
ages thrift generally. We should like to see the practice. of annually returning 
the deposits. modified, so as not to make their periodical withdrawal virtually 
compulsory. The sums withdrawn at Passover are, in most cases, spent at once ; 
whereas if they were allowed to remain in the hands: of the Treasurer of the 
Society they would accumulate in increasing measure, and eventually prove of 
permanent benefit to the depositors. Nevertheless, the Society is producing excel- 
lent results, and we shall follow with interest and sympathy its further develop- 
ment. A kindred society has been founded in Liverpool, and similar organisations 
should be formed in every town where there is a large number of working men 
among the Jewish residents. |

“ eullible” for sending help to those whose abject need he himself most pathe' ically 
pleads and to denounce them as ~“anprincipled ”” for consenting to accept it. My 
object now is simply to re-assure your readers by correcting a mistake of your cor- 
respondent at Jerusalem. The “ rich and powerful society ” of which he speaks has. 
not expended a penny of its funds for the relief of the poor Jews of whom a deputa- 
tion waited on Major Goldsmid. The relief given by the Missionaries has been 
given by them simply —will you let me say it ‘—as Christian individuals, who have 


learnt from the precepts of one who was once crucified as King of Israel not to deny 


relief to any of the needy whom he counts his brethren, They acted on their own 
responsibility, drawing only from their private purse and private credit, They 
have appealed for help to release them from the heavy debt that they have thus 
incurred, and are continuing daily to incur. Contributions for that purpose are 
received for them by the society in whose employ they are, but that is all, 


It is most needful to say this, since my friend, Mr. Friedlander, a Christian man 
of Jewish birth, and perhaps of a somewhat enthusiastic temperament, has formed, 
like Major Goldsmid, magnificent conceptions of the future possible for J ews, when 
settled under wise direction in the land of their fathers, and is persuading some of 
us to join with him in trying to realise those splendid hopes. . The “ rich and power- 
ful society’ which is to carry the theory into practice is not yet formed, The 
London Society for the Promotion of Christianity among the Jews declines te spend 
its funds on the relief of their temporal distress, considering that such employment 


of their money might not unjustly be called insidious, and might not improbably be - 


productive of hypocrisy. 

Mr. Friedlinder’s position, as the agent of one society and the originator of . the 
conception of another, is more or less ambiguous, and has exposed him toa little 
obloquy, which appears to me to be entirely undeserved. He has been summoned 
home by the society in whose employ he is to appeal to the Christian public for 
contributions to their general work, and it was quite impossible to forbid his employ- 
ing his spare time in soliciting his friends for help for himself and his coadjutors 
and his poor unconverted brethren, It seems to me that Major Goldsmid almost has 


— forgotten that those poor coreligionists of his, for such they still remain, can plead 


to be his brethren. But the dependents onthe Mission gain nothing by attend- 
ance of Christian worship. To revile and persecute them for attending is only likely 
to confirm them in it. : 


The papers I enclose will shows you that my statements are correct. An 
hospital for the sick, and institutions for teaching trades to such Jewish men and 


women as profess their intention of embracing Christianity are the only charities — 


maintained out of the Mission funds, unless our schools can be called charities, and 
these charities have been inapplicable to those who are in health and adults, and 
have no desire of changing creed, The help given by the Missionaries has been given 
quite unconditionally, | | 
It is well that these refugees, if they think of becoming Christians, should 
know quite clearly that it is “ not upon the gift of men, nor on their loan ”’ that they 
have to depend, but “only on His full, free, open, liberal ee: who giveth to all 
men liberally and upbraideth not. 
organs should cease speaking of us as insidious Conversionists. If you still believed, 


as I suppose the Oriental rabbis do, that we were seeking to allure your brethren to 


their eternal ruin, no terms would be too strong for you to employ in our condemna- 
tion, but still you might recognise our honesty. But Major Goldsmid calls on you 


to do the very thing that our missionaries are doing. What attracts these poor — 


people to our missionaries is, I believe, in part the sense that none but Christian 
Jews can have the courage to effect for them that deliverance from the tyranny of 


bigotry, which Major Goldsmid apparently desires to be effected, and of which they | 


have learnt by bitter harsh experience to feel the need. 


Let us frankly recognise the gravity of the difference between us, as we may, 
without bigotry. If you think that the reverence that we pay to a man of your 
race is superstitious and dishonouring to your God and ours, it is for you to convince 
us of our error, As we think that you deny the reverence due to the Lord of your 


own race to the dishohour of your God and ours, it is for us to seek to convince you 
of your error, and God speed the right,

CREMATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir.—In you last issue in commenting on the case of a German Jewish 
merchant who ordered his bedy to be cremated, you mention that cremation is 
entirely unknown and repugnant to Jewish orthodoxy. It must, however, be in the 
recollection of many persons that up to about twenty years ago it very frequently 
occurred that persons of decided orthodox opinions ordered their remains to be 
buried ina grave containing a large quantity of quicklime, and after laying the 
body therein, a quantity of the same substance was thrown on the coffin which was 
purposely perforated, and several pails of water thrown into the grave before it was 
entirely closed, with the view of destroying the remains within a few hours instead 
of leaving them to gradual decomposition. This certainly appears to have 
originated the idea of cremation as advocated by many of the philosophers of the 


present day, 


The custom of burying in lime was very frequently performed for’ members of 
the Portuguese congregation. The last that was so interred was the late Mr. Haliva 
but Dr. Artom on his appointment as Chief Rabbi discouraged the practice,

A few years since on account of a sudden influx of Jewish families, who were 
induced to settle here, through the growth of the wholesale clothing trade, our neat 


little synagogue then situated in the centre of the city was unable to accommodate 


during the New Year and other chief holydays this unexpected increase. Accordingly, 
it was resolved that that synagogue, which was free from debt and possessed a 
modest little sum in the bank, and had hitherto been found amply commodious for all 
communal purposes, should be sold. With the proceeds, together with the savings of 
many previous years and the contributions of our local Jewish members, aided by the 
noble band of metropolitan Jewish gentlemen who are ever ready to assist their 
provincial brethren in such efforts, we erected an elegant synagogue, that certainly 
is the admiration of whoever has seen it. This edifice owing to the rapid growth in 
tle value of city property, had necessarily to be built about ten minutes or a quarter 
of-an-hour’s walk from the site of the one we sold, but was yet within reach of the 


inevitable result of this improved synagogal accommodation, an accommodation 
primarily made in the interests of those families who suddenly migrated here.

JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN ASYLUM. 


A General Court of the’ Governors and Subscribers of the Jews’ Hospital and 

Orphan Asylum was held on Sunday last at the Institution in Lower Norwood, Dr. 
SEHREND, President of the School, occupied the Chair. 

An election having to be held for the admission of thirteen boys and eight girls, 
Messrs. Alfred G, Aaron, F. B. Walford, Henry Isaacs and Nelson Samuel were 
appointed Scrutineers, The numberof female candidates being equal to the number 
of vacancies for girls, the eight girls were elected without ballot. . 

A letter was read from Mr. Benjamin LL. Cohen, expressing his wish to place in 
the hands of the President. one of the Vice-Presidents and Treasurers, the sum of 
£100, the interest of which is annually to be awarded to one boy and girl who 
shall have been selected by their fellow inmates as pre-eminently distinguished for 
their good conduct and amiability. | | 

The offer of Mr. Cohen was accepted, and a vote of thanks was passed to him for 
his generous gift. 

The business of the meeting being concluded, the afternoon service was read in 
the handsome synagogue, and the visitors subsequently adjourned to the large dining 
hall to witness the annual distribution of prizes. The children were seated on a 
raised gallery. and their healthy complexions, and clean and tidy appearance, elicited 
warm approbation from many among the five hundred visitors who thronged the 
room. 


Dr. BEHREND presided, and among others present there were the Rey. Dr. Her- 


mann Adler (who distributed the prizes) and Mrs. Adler, the Revs. John Chapman, 


A. B. Davis and A, Lowy; Dr, A. Asher: Messrs. Maurice Beddington, B. L. Cohen, 
Charles S. Davis, David Davis. Edward Davis, Nathan Joseph, S, Lazarus, Edward 
Levy, Daniel Marks and John I. Solomon. 

After the 24th Psalm had been sung by the pupils, | 

Dr, BEHREND, who was loudly cheered, addressed the assemblage. He said that 
before calling on Dr, Adler to distribute the prizes, he should be glad. as President, to 
say a few words with regard to the position of the Charity. He was the more 
pleased to avail himself of the present opportunity, since at the last General Court 
the Committee had so much general business to consider that there had been no time 
for him, on that occasion, to enter into details, It had been his great pleasure since 
the amalgamation of the two charities, as well as for some years prior to the amal- 
gamation, to have to report a gradual increase in the number of recipients of the 
benefits of the institution. He was happy to state that such a proceeding would no 
longer be in his power, as the institution was now filled to its utmost capacity, and 
the Committee could not admit any more children. With thechildren to be admitted 
that day, the number of inmates would be brought up to 239, the extreme lHmit 


that could be reached being 240. Under these circumstances he felt sure that it . 


would please the meeting to hear some statistics relative to the progress made since 
the amalgamation. In the year 1875 there were in the two separate institutions 152 
children, the ordinary expense for whose maintenance was £6,600, 
upwards of 230 inmates in the combined institution at an expense of £6,400, Eighty 


more children were thus maintained at the present moment for £200 a year less 


than was the casein 1875. Both as regards efficiency and economy, therefore, the 


promises held out to the J ewish community at the time of the amalgamation had 


been fulfilled. A point had arisen as to whether the Committee should enlarge the | 


building, so as to provide for the admission of a still larger number of children. 
The sense of the Committee at present was opposed to such an enlargement, it being 
rather their wish to direct their attention to the consolidation of the institution in 
its present position. It might interest the meeting to know that in the year 1861 a 
similar institution was opened in New York for 300 inmates. That institution, 
like their own, being now full, its managers had bought land for about £40,000 and 
had signed a contract for £120,000 more for the erection of an additional wing, so 
that the entire building, when completed, would hold nearly 600 inmates. How 
their American brethren managed to get such large sums was a question he had not 
yet solved, and he thought it was one worthy the attention of the Committee, The 
apprentices, as far as the Committee knew, were getting on extremely well. That 


- institution might take the credit of having been the first among Jewish charities in 


London to apprentice children to trades other than those stereotyped occupations to 
which they were formerly put, A glance at the annual reports would show that 
the children were being put to trades of a better description, which involved the pay- 
ment of higher premiums by the Committee. Some of the former inmates had done 
ery well, and a few had even attained toa high positionin the community. Dr. 
Behrend then read the reports (an abstract of which has already appeared in this 
journal) of Mr. Ricks, and the Rev. 8S. Singer, the Examiners in secular and religious

The Rev. Dr. HERMANN ADLER, who was received with loud applause, said that 
he would be doing an injustice to the managers and the teaching staff were he not 
to record in a few brief words the impressions which a visit he had paid to the 
Asylum during the past week had made upon him. Ona gala day, such as on that 
occasion when so many friends of the charity were assembled there, it was but 
natural that the children should look bright and happy. But his visit of Tuesday 
last had convinced him that the air of cleanliness and brightness was 
peculiar to the house all the year round. He had seen the same smiles on the faces 
of the children whilst engaged in their general work. In the corridor he cam? across 
some girls who were engaged in scrubbing, and who seemed to take a pleasure in their 
occupation. Both in the boys’ and in the girls’ rooms he found all the children 
cheerful and joyful, and their faces stamped with gladsomeness. His hearers would 
agree with him that this was not a matter of secondary impo:tance. They all expe- 
rienced at some time or other what a hard taskmaster life was. They often, 
indeed, forgot what it was to enjoy life, It was, therefore, important that the 
children should in the early period of their existence lead lives which were brightened 
by hope and joy. But a subject of still greater importance was the instruction which 
should be imparted to the children, and how they should be prepared for the future 
and for the serious work of their career. It would be presumptuous for him to say 
anything on the subject of the tuition after they had heard the reports of the exam- 
iners. He was pleased to have had an opportunity of reading the essays prepared 
for Professor Percy Barnett, which showed that the children had the power of think- 
ing for themselves. He also during his visit on Tuesday had set the inmates a short 
theme on the Sabbath, and although they had not had much time in which to do 
their work, the essays were very fair in regard to style an’ to the sentiments therein 
expressed. It was satisfactory to find that the efforts of the managers were so ably 
seconded by his friend the Head Master, the Rev. Mr. Harris, and by the whole of 
the teaching staff. (The children here gave three ringing cheers for Mr. Harris). 
Addressing the children, Dr. Adler said that it was not only by cheering their teach- 
ers that they should show their gratitude. They all read the Bible, and in that book 
they found much said about God as the father of the fatherless. They must often 
have asked themselves in what respect the Almighty showed himself to be a father 
of the orphans, and of the forsaken and deserted, No miracles were performed in 
the present day, but God had inspired good and earnest men with an ardent desire to 
come to the help of those who had lost their natural protectors and guardians, and of 
those whom their relatives were unable to maintain. In virtue of that God-given 
love their noble building had sprung up on that hill-side; in virtue of that God- 
given love the Committee threw themselves heart and. soul into the work, eni 
devoted their thought, energies, and time to the improvement of the institution. 
He asked the inmates, therefore, to show their gratitude not only by their diligence. 
not only by the respect which they showed to their teachers, but above all by their 
conduct when they left the institution. Enjoying as they did there God’s nature 
and light, breathing the fresh air of nature, he hoped they would go forth into the 
world a sturdy and hardy race, earning their livelihood by the sweat of their brow. 
They could then show their gratitude for the benefits they had received in the Asylum 
by leading pure lives, lives of beauty and usefulness, lives dear to the good, lives dear 
to God. (Loud cheers), | 

Mr. B. L. COHEN proposed a vote of thanks to Dr. Adler for distributing the 
prizes, and in doing so referred to the increasing communal duties which he was 
called upon to perform, and so ably discharged, as also to the heavy responsibility 
which rested on the Committee of the institution, and to the interest and support 
which they had the right to expect and demand from the community | 

The Rev. JOHN CHAPMAN, in seconding the vote of thanks, likewise spoke of 
the many claims which the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler and Mrs. Adler had to the 
gratitude of the community. 

The motion was carried by acclamation, and Dr, Adler briefly returne1 thanks. 

The Rev. A. Lowy proposed a vote of thanks to the Committee, who, he said, in 
the earnestness, zeal and success in which they managed that noble institution, set 
an example to the committees of other institutions, During a visit which he had 
paid to the Asylum some time ago, he expressed regret that none of the most 
talented girls had been trained to become governesses, as was the case in similar 
institutions on the continent. He suggested that the Committee should consider 
whether some of the best boys and girls might not b> specially educated so as to fit 
them for becoming teachers and governesses in Jewish schools. If denominational 
schools offered the same benefits as Board Schools, Jews should by all means avail 
themselves of their own institutions, and every opportunity should, therefore, be 
given to keeping up a proper supply of teachers for such schools, 

Mr. JOHN I. SoLOMON (one of the Vice-Presidents) having acknowledged the 
vote of thanks, anda similar compliment having been paid to the teachers (for whom 
the Rev. S. H. HARRIS returned thanks) on the motion of Mr. MAURICE BEDDING- 
ToN, seconded by Mr. EDWARD DAviIs, the proceedings terminated with the singing

OUR FOREIGN POOR. 


Tur news we publish in another column of the enforced return from New 
York of twenty Polish Jews who had been. sent thither from. these shores 
gives in a very compressed form the peculiar position of English Jews in 
relation to the Jewish poor of Europe. Here are a number of Jewish pau- 
pers having no English domicile, already assisted at considerable cost by 
this community, who are again to be cast a burden on our hands. The 
problem which this incident typifies is one of pressing importance, and 1s 
one of the chief menaces of communal prosperity in the immediate future. 
England is almost alone in the world for the unbounded hospitality 
which is offered to immigrants touching its shores. No condition is required 
of any foreigner landing at an English port, poor or disabled he is allowed 
to try the struggle for existence in this country without let or hindrance. 
With the passport regulations of the Continent, and the protective system of 


‘the United States and many of the colonies, there is an effectual 


check made by these countries against any serious addition of 


| pauperising elements, Unless a man can show that he is self- 
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supporting he can by the laws of Germany and of Austria be sent 
back to the country whenea he came, and the Emigrant Commis- 
sioners at New York have the same power, as is shown by the recent 
correspondence cone?raing Irish immigration into the United States. 

What is the consequence? Now that fares are so low from the Con- 


tinent to England, German Jewish communities find it infinitely cheaper to 


forward their forsiga poor to the inliseriminate hospitality of England, and 
we English Jews have to pay the penalty. 
nises the right of every Jew to assistance qué Jew and without any question 
being practically raised as to domicile. A rule of the Board requires that 
an applicant for relief shall have been in England six months, but this rale, 
especially in thease of emigrants, is more honoured in the breach than in 
the observance. If it had only to attend to the wants of English Jews, the 
Board of Guardians could afford out of its present income to give each of 
the native poor quitea comfortable income, By far the greater portion 
of its funds has to be devoted to relieving the foreign poor who come to 
England in ever increasing numbers. 

From some statistics recently published as to this “ foreign contingent,” 
it will be seen that the Board of Guardians enable us to determine the number 
of foreign poor added to our ranks every year. The new foreign cases that 
have applied to that institution from 1869 to the end of 1882 exceed the 
number of foreign cases leaving England in the same period by no less a 
number than 4,674 and as each “ case” includes on an average four persons, 
we have the enormous number of 18,696 foreign poor added to the eommu- 
nity in the last thirteen years. And so far from this number being excep- 
tionally high for that period, the cases added every year appear to increase 
as fares from the Continent grow cheaper and cheaper. 

Fortunately, the term poor, as applied to these imuivrants, is a relative 
Oie and many thousands of them have manayed to raise themselves during 
their stay amongst us into acondition far above poverty, But there must 
always remain a residiiun of absolute panpers, and becomes a serious 
question to determine how weare to meet with an Increasing inilax of indi- 
viduals who are omy likely to lay further bardens on the counaunity., When 
this difliculty becomes compleated by the chanees of return from America, 
It reaches a eritical stave Which, neoads | mmnediate attention, 

Friendly representations both to the German coumuanities, who are the 
most frequent offenders in this reward, and to the American Tlebrew United 
Charities might be made, but it is feared from previous experience that thes» 
are unlikely to meet with much success, The Germans say, with some show 
of truth, that these emigrants. cannot be controlled and are often helped by 
irresponsible private individuals to come over to Enyland. America, on 
the other hand does not recoznise as we do the clains of Jews, as Jews, 
to charitable relief by specifically Jewish bodies, and protests against the 
process of “passing on” being applied to her as the final goal without 
any opportunity of continuing the process. 

As regards the present instance, it may be conjectured that the small 
number sent back are only re-shipped as an emphatic warning on the part 
of that sho wil no loagor allow the shipment of Jowish paupers 
the United States, in so faras it can bo prevented. Tt is thus a signiiicant 
hint that America can no loner be regarded at the final asylum of Jewish 
poor ; and as we form the penultimate link in the chain of ** passing on” the 
immediate consequehces of the threat fall wpon our shoulders. It now 
becomes a serious problem how far this continuous influx can be checked. 

While we English Jews lave no desire to evade the fair share of the 
general barden of Jowish pawoorisn, it is in every way unfair that so large 
Not only do German Jews

a proportion of it should fall upon -us. 
forward to England most of the Polish and Russian Jews who crowd across 
the astern borders of Prussia, but very many poor Jews of German nation- 
ality are found on the lists of the Board of Guardians, and there is no indica- 


tion that these at least could not be supported as well in their native country. 


as here, ‘To make London the general Jewish workhouse of the Continent 


or purposes of out-door relief cannot be much longer permitted. 


The Board of Guardians recog-— 


Avvery useful rule of the Board of Guardians, which has unfortunately — 


fallen into abeyance, might effect some good if rigidly enforced. A few years 
azo a notice was issued in this and most of the Jewish journals circulating 
abroad announcing that no relief would be given by the London institutions to 
any Jews who had not been in this country six months. If this rule could be 
made absolute, as the lawyers say, and acted upon without exception, tle 
immigration might to some extent be checked. Yet it is clear that it would 
be practically impossible in many cases to carry it out in ils full foree. It 
would be impossible to carry it out to such lengths that any pubsie scandal, 
like a case of starvation or rioting, might arise. And once it is broken 
through it soon becomes a dead letter, as the experience of the Board shows. 
We have broached this subject not so much with the desire of propos- 
inga radical solution of this very intricate question, but only to call 
renewed attention to a standing menace to our communal prosperity 
Already the solidarity of the community has been much weakened by the 


wide breach between the English colony and the “ foreign contingent,” and 
as the latter inerease, the very nature of the commuaity must change, with 
what results on the outer world it is impossible just now to tell. 


JEWISH EMIGRATION TO AMERICA.

pee | NEW YORK, Juty 12. 

- Four families of Polish Jews, numbering 20 persons, sent here by the 
Hebrew Society in London, are to be returned as paupers on the steamer bring- 
ing them, the Lydian Monarch. Some of them have relatives who refuse to 
receive them. Others have none. The Superintendent of Immigration informed 
the President of the Hebrew Charities Association of their arrival, and received 
a response requesting that they should not be permitted to land, as the charitable 
contributions are hardly sufficient to meet present demands. They will be returned 
on the 19th. 


THE JEWS IN. RUSSIA. 


Onthe &th, Baron G. de Giinzburg, M.S. S. Poliakoff and Dr. Drabkin, the 


Chief Rabbi of St. Petersburg, had the honour of presenting to the Emperor at. 


the Peterhof, in the name of the Jewish community in the capital, a 
superbly engraved silver salver, containing pread and salt, and bearing suitable 
inscriptions in Hebrew. The deputation likewise tendered to his Imperial 
Majesty the expressions of loyalty of his Jewish subjectsin St. Petersburg. The 
Emperor graciously accepted the. gift, and desired the deputation to convey to 
the Jews his cordial thanks for their loyalty. | 

On the recommendation of the Minister of Finance, the Emperor has con- 
ferred the title of Councillor of State on Baron O. de Gunzburg and on M. 
Abraham Sack, Director of the Discount Bank, in recognition of their valuable 
services In the promotion of Russian commerce. 

The Russki Evrey, in-its latest issue, publishes an interesting article on the 
state of the Jews of Siberia. Except that their legal position is still less favour- 
able than that of the Jews in European Russia, their social status is far better than 
is the case with their coreligionists in Russia proper. They maintain excellent 
relations witht the non-Jewish population, by whom they are highly esteemed. 
This is proved by the circumstance that although they form asa rule less than 
oné per cent. of the inhabitants of the villages in which they chiefly reside, they 
are frequently elected as starosts and even as mayors of towns. The respect 
they enjoy among the poasants, who in intelligence and education are superior to 
the peasants in: European Russia, is often so great, that Jews are occasionally 
elected to these municipal offices in opposition to the commands of the higher local 
authorities, who: in the majority of cases base their opposition on the laws 
relating to the Jews in Russia proper, where they are not permitted to hold the 
posts of starosts and mavors.

THE TISZA-ESZLAR CASE. 


During the past week the evidence at the trial at Nyireghyhaza has chiefly con- 
sisted of that of medical experts, The most notable incident has been the visit of 
the Judges to the Synagogue at Tisza-Eszlar, accompanied by Joseph Scharf, the 
principal prisoner, and his son, Moritz Scharf, 

On Friday, the 13th, Professors Mihalkovics and Scheuthauer were examined. 
Their evidence, which was quietly and clearly given, was in favour of the accused, 


and opposed to the supposition of the murder and the theoryfof the production of the | 


body from the Theiss as that of Esther Solymosi. They pointed out that for death 
to have ensued as quickly as was stated by Moritz Scharf it would have been neces- 
sary that the jugular vein should have been cut, If this had been done the blood 
would have spurted out in a jet two metres high, and it would not have been easy to 
remove all traces of it. The witnesses also stated that everything pointed to the body 
being that of a girl of fourteen years of age, and that it was impossible she could 
have been eighteen, The clothes worn by a girl of fourteen could not have been put 
on a full-grown person. Dr, Traitler, who was present at the first examination of 
the body, maintained his previous deposition, notwithstanding the statements of the 
experts, but admitted that he had never before examined the body of a drowned 
person. | | 
At Saturday’s sitting the country doctors were examined. The district 
physicians, Drs, Horvath and Kiss, held to the opinions they had previously 
given of the appearance of the body they had examined, They maintained that the 
body was that of an older person than that of Esther Solymosi, They also said that 
the mark on the foot (one of the points of identification) was washed off in the 
evening. They gave -evidence with respect to the nails, hair and other 
details. They maintained that it was possible that the body had bled to 
death without any traces of blood being found near the spot ; the wound might have 
been closed up so that no blood should escape, This evidence was combated by Pro- 
fessor Scheuthauer, who further described his reasons for maintaining the econelu- 
sions at which he had arrived that the body found in the river was really that of 
Esther Solymosi, | 
On Monday the witness Matej (who had charged some of the prisoners with fur- 
nishing a body to be represented as Hsther’s) confessed, after a long cross-examina- 
tion, that he had on one oceasion related the finding of the body as described by the 
raftsmen, He denied, however, that he had ever complained of ill-treatment by the 
constables who had been in charge of him. Matej drew a sketch in court of fie ratt 
(a double one), and stated that Hersko had passed the body under water to the middle 
of it. This was declared by the wood merchant to have been impossible; 5 
On Tuesday the Judges, the Public Prosecutor, the counsel for the defence. and 
the representatives of the press proceeded to Tisza-Exszlar, where the Court examined 
the synagogue and its surroundings, and especially the keyhole of the door. for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the occurrence related by the lad Moritz Scharf 
could have been seen by him, Both Moritz and his father. Joseph Scharf, were 
present. | 
A crowd of people had assembled before the synagogue, Six constables and a 
sergeant were employed to keep order. The President, followed by the other persons 
walked round the synagogue and Scharf’s house, which are scarcely four metres 
apart, and look out on a broad street. Both synagogue and house were completely 
gutted. Nota pane of glass was in the window frames; the benches and prayer 
stools had been thrown about, all the doors were broken out. and the walls fractured, 
On the inner walls the names of visitors had been seratched. One leaf of the door 
of the synagogue had been brought from Nyiregyhaza in a waggon, and after the 
coverings of the keyhole had been removed. the door was hung in its place, Joseph 
Scharf was then called into the ante-room and ordered to arrange the furniture as 
far as possible in its accustomed order, From the ante-room, a door to the left leads 
into the room for prayer, and on the right are two windows, which look upona little 
garden separated by a low hedge from the neighbouring house. The windows of 
this house are not 20 yards from the synagogue, and directly face the windows of 
the ante-room. Joseph Scharf fetched two benches from the synagogue, set up a 
broken table and a stove, and then declared that the arrangement of the furniture 
was as near as possible to what it had been on the Saturday in question, | 
Two earthern plates and an earthen jar were brought in. Some 5) persons had 
entered the ante-room, only 30ft. long and 24 ft. broad. The President ordered out 
all those who were not officially engaged in the case or journalists. He then asked 
Moritz whether he stood, or stooped, or knelt when he looked through the keyhole. 


The reply was that he had to stoop a little in order to see well. Moritz was then led | 


into the ante-room, Joseph Scharf was likewise allowed to remain on his promise 
to keep quiet. Asked whether on the day of the alleged murder all was arranged 
as then, Moritz answered “Yes.” After noticing how all the fittings were 
arranged in the ante-room, all, with the exception of Joseph Scharf, who remained 
with the gaolers, went out. The seals on the lock and keyhole were taken off, and a 


- locksmith put the lock in order, Moritz, who now saw the door hung up for the first 
time, stated that it had sunk lower, and that the wall must have pressed it down, as 


he could not now see through the keyhole, even kneeling, But he was shown that 
nothing had been changed. | . 

_ Then all went to the ante-room, and the President asked where the girl lay, 
Moritz, with an umbrella, drew a line on the ground from the table towards the door, 
and answered the questions put by the President, sometimes stammering, and then 
hastily. The girl, he said, lay with her head towards the door, and her feet towards 
the table. Near the head was Solomon Scharf; but Moritz did not remember on 
which side, When told to think, and not to hurry, Moritz said : “ Well, of course, 
as he made the cut with the right hand, he must have been on the right side, The 
beggar held the head, He held her by the forehead, which he pressed down, The 
butchers of Deglas and Tarczal held her fast by the feet.” Asked who held her 
hands, Moritz said he did not remember. Afterwards he said it was the butcher of 
‘Targht. Then a horse-cloth was brought in, of the length of Esther, and laid down 
on the ground, according to the wish of Moritz, | 

She could not cry, he stated, as a cloth had been thrust into her mouth. Moritz 
then showed how the earthenware plates stood near the girl’s head, and how the 
head had been raised to let the blood flow into the plate, Moritz then showed with 

a movement of the hand how her throat had been cut, Schwarz held the plate, and 

when it was full he replaced it quickly with the second, and poured the blood out of

and placed themselves in a circle, one turning his back to the door. 


was made, and enough blood had been drawn, the girl’s body, which had lain on the 
back, was turned, and with the face towards the door placed upright on the feet 

It was clothed only in a long shift. The butchers held her under the arms, Th, 
feet did not turn in; the body was quite straight. Tben Moritz related how the 
beggar and Scharf dressed the body, First her petticoat was drawn over her head 

The two butchers let the arms drop, so as to pass the petticoat, and then quickly took 
hold of her higher up, Asked whether the body did not now and then waver, as if 
it would fall, Moritz said, “‘ No, she was held fast. The wound was bound up while 
the body was thus held up,”” Asked whether there was any blood, he said, after some 
hesitation, “It was a little bloody, just at the throat.’’ He thought the body was 
let down through the window, 


Then all, except one of the judges, one of the counsel, and some confidential men, 
left the ante-room ; the door was locked, and Moritz was told to look through the 
keyhole. In order to do this he had to kneel down, and besides bend his head, As 
measured after, the keyhole was about 2} ft. from the ground, Moritz, after a few 
minutes, was so tired that the intention to let him kneel there as long as he pretended 
to have looked through—namely, three-quarters of an hour—was not carried into 
effect. He saw what passed inside, and every word was understood plainly. Moritz 
had indicated positively where the jar stood, in which the blood was poured: but 
now it appeared that he could only have seen the catching up of the blood. if the 
plates had been to the left of the victim. In the position -pointed out by him he 
could not even see the butcher who was alleged to have made the cut. The President 
and several others looked through the keyhole, Then the horse rng was so laid that 
it could be seen, and eight persons chosen by Moritz went into the ante-room, It 
was found that Moritz could see single persons, but not all of them at once. 

After passing four hours in the synagogue, the carriages were brought up and 
the party returned. | 

During Wednesday's proecedings some further evidence was adduced regarding 
the maltreatment of prisoners, Johann Cassimir, formerly a pandour under Police- 
Commissary George Vay, at Loek, deposed that he had been compelled, by Vay’s 
orders, to beat the raftsman Csepkanics with rods on the soles of the feet until the 
sticks broke. Vay was then himself called. Wis behavour in the witness box was 
defiant and unseemly. and in addressing the prisoners he used the second person 
singular, fe denied the evidence of the previous witness, 

The Publie Prosecutor thereupon produced official documents, which showed that 
inquiries had been instituted from time to time into charges brought avainst Vav of 
torturing prisoners in lis charge, and that he had on one occasion been fined “Too 
florins, The reading of these papers caused a great sensation, A sharp altercation 
occurred between the presiding judge and the counsel for the defence on the subject 
of Vav'sconduct in the witness-box,

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


It is reported that the other day at Lemberg a Jew was convieted, without 
his guilt having in any way been proved, of poisoning a peasant, for which he 
was sentenced to sixteen years’ imprisomment with lard labour. On the other 


hand, the same court acquitted a peasant who had been charged with the murder 
of a Jew, and-of whose guilt there was not the shehtest shadow of a doubt. If 


an act of injustice has really been committed, the humane Governor-General of 
Galicia will doubtless, if his attention be directcd thereto, interpose in the 
interests of right and justice. 

Herr Trefort, the Hungarian Minister of Public Instruction, who is as great 
a fricnd of the Jews as his colleague the Minister of Justice is their enemy, 
attended the examinations at the close of the term «at. the Rabbinical School in 
Pesth, and expressed to the staff of Professors his entire satisfaction with the 
progress made by the students, as also with his visit to the institution. 

‘Dr. Georg Jellinck, a son of the eminent Jewish preacher in Vienna, Dr, 
Adolf Jellinek, has been appointed Extraordinary Professor of Political Law at 
the University in that city. | 

The bill on the subject of the legalisation of civil marriages between Jews 
and Christians in Hungary has been placed on the programme for the next session 
of the Hungarian Parliament, and is likely, therefore, to become law during the

THE LAST ACT OF “THE TISZA-ESZLAR TRAGEDY. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


BUDA PESTA, JULY 13, 1883. 


“Tt is , the fruit of an evil deed that it must engender further evil.’ Never have 
these words of the German poet received more dreadful confirmation than in the 
tragedy of Tisza-Eszlar, We observe the inhabitants of a district rolling down an 
inclined plane of lies and deeds of torture under the leadership of riot-mongers and 
disturbers of the peace, who at the outset can scarcely have imagined how deep was 
the abyss towards which they were leading their victims. False and shameless 
witnesses have been met with a thousand times over in the annals of justice, but the 
proceedings at Nyiregyhaza are simply without a parallel, In this case it is not 
outside pressure and malevolence which have inspired the declarations of hostile 
witnesses, but it is from the seat of justice itself that baseless inventions were 
pressed on the lips of some of these witnesses. The crime was never committed, and 
yet persons have been produced who declare that they witnessed its perpetration. 


Your readers are aware that the alleged crime was of a two-fold character, 
viz,, the murder and smuggling of bodies, The hero of the first portion is young 
Moritz Scharf, that of the second is the Ruthenian raftsman, Ignatz Mate). Since 
the body found in the Theiss did not have its throat cut, it could not be Esther Soly- 
mosi ; but as the clothes it wore were those of the missing girl, the Jews must have 
smuggled another body and clothed it in Esther’s garments in order to deceive the 
representatives of the law. The raftsmen who had seen the corpse floating in the 
river had long been released from prison. Butin the hour of need, their existence 
was again thought of and by means of medieval tortures they were compelled to 
make statements, which like the bitter waters they had to drink, were forced down 
their throats. Some among them suffered real martyrdom, before they allowed 


-themselves to be made use of as the unwilling yet helpless instruments of the base 


plotters who have worked up the whole affair, 


An Englishman. who knows that the laws of his country ensure the enjoyment 


of personal freedom and the fullest protection, must feel the utmost astonishment. 


when he reads how such a youth as Bary, for he is little more. or the Commissary 
of Police, should have dared, with impunity, to punish and torture men. who had 
not been adjudged guilty of any crime, Friends of liberty must of necessity feel 
ashamed of Hungary, in which torture is once more openly practised under a Minis- 
terof Justice like Pauler, and in which the honour, health, and even lives of citizens 
of the State, not exclusively Jewish, are trampled under foot by the officials of the 
State. I say not exclusively Jewish. for the raftsmen, although they are Christians, 
were tortured with the same cannibal-like cruelty because they would not utter 
what Bary wished them todeclare, Scarcely had they been released a second time. 
when they confessel before the magistrates at Marmaros t hat all their state- 
ments were false from beginning to end. Ignatz Matej joined his companions in 
making this confession ; yet he now adheres to his story about the smuggling of a 
body with the same volubility as does Moritz Scharf to his account of the alleged 
murder, Both had the same teachers,and both are equally respectable pupils. One must 
doubt humanity itself when one sees with what unblushing audacity Matej swears 
to-day to the truth of that which yesterday he admitted to be a lie. extorted from 
him by pressure, And yet Herr Korniss. the President of the Court. evinced the 
same tenderness and consideration for this man as he did for Morits Scharf, 

But a still deeper insight into the low moral state into which an entire class has 
fallen is afforded by the treatment of the girl Julie Vamosi. You are aware that 
she declared she had seen Esther Solymosi alive on theafternoon of her disappearance 
although, according to Moritz Scharf, the murder took place in the morning of that 
day. The poor girl had to suffer tor this. For having given testimony favour- 
able to the Jews she was bodily ill-treated by her own parents, who accused her 
before the Court of having committed perjury. Malice and corruption have thus 
done their work so effectually, that even parents are prepared to throw their own 
child into prison, if thereby they can bring suffering to Jews. 

Suddenly we are told that a bottle has been found, containing a letter, in which 
a suicide confesses that he murderel his intended in the month of June. 1882, and 
cast her body in the river in the neighbourhood of Dada. Even this langhable 
mystification, the falsity of which is apparent to the youngest child, was taken into 
serious consideration by the Court. Like a drowning man they clutch at every straw 
in the hope of being able to emerge safely frorf the’stream of falsehood and confusion 
into which they have thrown themselves, 

Not that Iam able to speak with certainty of the result of the trial. On the 
contrary ; from the disposition of the Tribunal, which has been sufficiently made 


clear through the medium of its President, I consider it as far from impossible . 


that the accused Jews will be found guilty by this Court of First Instance. But in the 
eyes of all reasonable and unprejudiced persons an everlasting brand of shame is im- 
printed on the foreheads of those who have brought about the trial, and carried it 
It is in the 
interests of Hungary itself that those individuals should in their turn be placed in 
the prisoners’ dock, who have so shamefully abused their official positions and who 
in the name of the law have committed such unparallelled attacks on the personal 
liberty of the subject. It isan admitted fact that this trial, with its preliminary 
outrages, could only have been possible in the Hungary of the Minister Pauler 
whose tenure of office will henceforth be associated with the revival of those tortures 
and similar acts of barbarity which played so significant a part in the administration 
of justice in the Middle Ages, Such a storm of public opinion must be raised as 
will hurl this “ enbalmed Pharaoh,’ as the Deputy Mezei termed our Minister of 
Justice, from the post which he has so deeply disgraced, and the reten- 
tion of which even apart from this affair had become insecure, Hungarian society 
will have to awaken from its lethargy and rid itself of those dangerous elements, 
about whom I shall write in a future letter, who agitate now against the Jews, but 
to-morrow, perhaps, against law and order, ‘ 


It is sad to consider that it is at the expense of the Jews that the attentioh of 
the outer world has been attracted to Hungary to the detriment of that country ; 
but the Hungarians are acting unjustly in being embittered against the Jews on 
this account, There is nothing which pains our brethren more than this degrada- 
tion of Hungary in the eyes of the world; and if any consolation can be derived 
from the trial which is now engaging universal attention, it is the hope that this 


cause célébre and the sufferings which the Jews are undergoing, will contribute, 


like a cleansing storm, in restoring freedom and liberty to Hungary’s institutions,

JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
OUR CORRESPONDENT}. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 4TH JULY, 1883. 


Since the appearance in the Nowosti of the announcement of anti-Jewish riots 
at Rostoff-on-the-Don, we have heard nothing more about these, or any further 
disturbances of a similar character. It would not, however, be right to conclude 
from this fact that such disturbances have not taken place, The silence of the 
prees is due, however, to a circular issued by the Censor, warning the Editors to 
auvstain from admitting into their columns any reports of riots directed against the 
Jews. In my former letter I pointed out that this measure was extremely judicious, 
for the published reports of anti-Jewish disturbances only served as a signal for 
fresh excesses, Both in this circular, as also in other official orders respecting the 
outbreak of riots, we may trace the energetic and systematic action of Count Tol- 
stoi, who will certainly take care that no repetition takes place of the recent occur- 
rences at Rostoff. Count Tolstoi is, above all else, a man of order ; and though it 
is a question whether the Jews may expect to receive at his hands an actual exten- 


sion of their rights, so much is sure that no sanction or condonation of anti-Jewish 
excesses is to be feared on his part, 


From the knowledge I have of Count Tolstoi’s sinoutites, I am inclined to give 


credence to a report, which has gained currency in influential circles, and according 
to which his Excellency recently expressed himself to the following effect: ‘‘ Thank 
God I have at length suceeeded in forcing from Pobjedonoszeff an extension of 
rights for the Raskoljniki sect ; where shall I find the man who wil! enter into a 


— contest with Pobjedonoszeff in order to wring from him a similar extension of 


rights for the Jews?”’ Time will prove whether the man sought after by Count 
Toletoi is to be fount in Count Pahlen, the new President of the High Commission 
for the Examination of the Jewish Question. It is known that Count Paklen is a 
Conservative from head to foot ; but what does this signify? M. Katkoff, the head 
of the Conservatives, has on more than one occasion pleaded for an extension of 
our rights, and Count Pahlen himself, when Minister of Justice, frequently con- 
firmed the appointment of Jews to posts connected with his department, a course 
of action which has not been followed by his successor, who passes for a Liberal. 
What makes the appointment of the Count as head of the Commission the more 
satisfactory is the hizh rank which he holds among statesmen as an ex-Minister of 
Justice and a Member of the Senate, and his intimate personal relations with our 
Sovereign, ample proof of which was given by the leading part he took in the 
recent coronation ceremonies. We may, therefore, regard Count Pahlen’s appoint- 
ment as an earnest of the significance which the Government attaches to the Com- 
mission and its labours, 


The foregoing conclusion is warranted not only by the eminent position of the 
President of the Commission, but also by the fagt that one of its principal mem- 
bere, is Prince Demidoff St. Donato. whoss Memorandum on the Jewish Question, 
on which I have already commented in my previous letter, has caused an immense 
sensation in Russian society and the press, This sensation has in the first place to 
be attributed to the high social rank of the writer. When a liberal publicist and 


savant, such as Professor Kamelin, uses his pen in the interests of the Jews, 


our enemies allege that the man isa doctrinarian and an inexperienced theorist. 
Whenthe genial satirist Schzedrin, the pride of Russia, entered the lists on our 
behalf, we were told by the anti-Semites that poets should hold aloof from 
the discussion of practical and economical questions, If any liberal journals have 
the courage to take up the cudgels in our favour, such as was the case formerly 
with the Purjadvk and the Golvs, and now with the 2ussky Auricr and the Nowosti 
they are at once branded by our opponents as having been bribed and Judaised. If 
a truth-loving official ventures to say a good word for the Jews, and to treat them 
humanely, he is cried down as being corrupt. 


But what can our enemies say of Prince Demidoff St. Donato? How could 
they dare to suspect him, or depreciate his opinion about the Jews? Asa Croesus 
a large «mployerof labour, an experienced Administrator of European culture, and 
withal a true Rus-ian aristocrat, a man to whom the Russian State and society are 
deeply indebted, and who is universally respected and esteemed by friends and foes 
alike, who is there that would presume to call him corrupt or open to bribes? Such 
accusations would be as ridiculous as they are devoid of truth. His short but 


solidly-constructel memorandum is a striking proof of his intimate acquaintance 


with the subject which he handles in so ablea manner, In this Memorandum the 
Prince does not alone figure as a philanthropist, advocating the granting of full 
rights to the Jews, but he emphasises his desire to benefit the Russian nation, which. 
would reap immense advantages from the civil and political emancipation of the 
Jews. He dwells on the very severe losses which are borne by the State and 
the people generally by the restriction of Jewish rights. He speaks little 
but says much, and every word that he utters receives confirmation in 
actual occurrences, This is especially shown in a correspondence from Astiakhan, 
which has been published in the .Vovosti, and has attracted such attention as to 
become a topic of the day, on the subject of the irreparable injury the fish trade at 
Astrakhan has sustained through the expulsion of the Jews, in whose hands it 
formerly was to an almost exclusive extent. As, if lam not mistaker, you referred 
to this subject some time ago, I will not enter into it further, than to remark that 
this is not an isolated instance of the harm which the restriction of the rights of 
the Jews has inflicted on the commerc3 of Russia. But what do such patriots ag 
Ignatieff and Drenteln, and publicists like Aksakoff and Saworin, care for Russian 
trade or for the prosperity of the country so long as, according to the recipe of the 
Nonoje Wremja, they can make Jife in Russia unbearable for the Jews? 


Within a day or two, a Jewish deputation consisting of the Rabbi Dr. Drabkin» 
Baron H, Giinzburg, President of the Jewish community and of the Association for 
the Diffusion of Culture among the Russian Jews, and M.S. 8, Poliakoff, Founder 
and President of the Fand for the Promotion of Industrial and Agricultural Pur- 
suits among the Jews in Russia, will be received in audience by the Emperor to 
greet him on his return to St. Petersburg, and to present him with bread and salt 
on behalf the Jews in this metropolis. It is questionable whether an opportunity 
will be afforded to the deputation of bringing the condition ofthe Jews in Russia 
to the notice of his Imperial Majesty, The practical value of the audience cannot, 
therefore, be very great, although it will serve as a demonstration of our loyalty 


and patriotism, of which the Czar is already convinced.

30MBAY.—The Bombay School being in need of the subvention hitherto 
accorded by theAnglo-Jewish Association, an application has been received from 
Mr, Haeem Samuel, the President of that school, fora grant of the second moicty, 
viz., £80, for the half year ending September 30th, 1883. 

Ha1FrA.—The Executive Committee has received an application for the renewal

Jews in this country. Such a course of action would entirely revolutionise the 
functions of the Board, It was worthy of notice that all the Jewish Members of 
Parliament had abstained from taking part in the division on Mr, Chaplin’s 
resolution. 


Mr. H. A. IsRArEL seconded the motion, and observed that in his opinion nothin+ 
would come of Mr. Chaplin’s abstract resolution. 


Mr. M. CASTELLO moved, as an amendment, that under the exceptional circum- 
stances, no distribution of profits should take place for the present year, He thought 
an effort should be made to induce the synagogues to remit altogether their share of 
the Board's profits. He believed that-his own congregation (the Spanish and Portu- 
guese) would favour the suggestion, since the Elders, on rece.ving their share, seemed 
always to be under the impression that they were taking mcney to which they were 
not entitled. 

Mr. MICHAEL SAMUEL seconded the amendment, 

Mr. DAvip Davis pointed out that by withholding from the United Synagogue 
its share of the Board's profits, the sufferers would be not the funds of the. syna- 
gogue, but the Jewish poor who were relieved by the synagogue, : 

The motion of Mr. S. Montagu was then put to the vote and carried, 

On the motion of Mr. MONTAGU, the Secretary was directed to call the urgent 
att ntion of the Board of Deputies to Mr. Chaplin’s resolution, with the view to that 
body taking such action in the interests of Jewish consumers of meat as it might 
deem proper. 

On the motion of Mr. DAvip Davis, it was referred to the Executive Committee 
to consider the present system of placing Shomerim in butchers’ shops, and to 
ascertain whether other means could not be adopted for protecting the Jewish public 
and relieving the butchers of their grievance.
